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[Music] this is CBS News continuing coverage of campaign 88 election night from CBS News headquarters 
in New York here is Dan Rather good evening and thanks for being with us headline George Bush is 
sweeping through the South like a tornado through a trailer park he is out of the starting gate very fast where 
he was expected to be in deep Dixie our CBS News coverage of election night 1988 is under way a night to 
watch to see if Michael Dukakis will confound the Paul's the polls and the pros and pull off the ultimate 
Massachusetts miracle winning the presidency or does George Bush when by landslide proportions a 
blowout so big that he does what's now considered remote but possible put the United States Senate back in 
Republican hands so with that in mind let's look them over keep in mind the polls it just closed in some more 
states here in the East but as we came up to the 7:00 o'clock time this is the way our CBS News estimate 
map looked our CBS News had estimated that George Bush when all the votes were in encounted would 
have carried both Kentucky and Indiana the two states where the polls closed at 6 o'clock in the Eastern time 
zone now at 7 p.m. the polls closed in another six states with 60 electoral votes our CBS News estimates are 
that when all is said and done George Bush will have won at least five Bush's States turn red on our map the 
caucus win and if he gets any turned blue the states where the polls have closed and what we do not yet 
have 
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have closed and what we do not yet have a decision remain in white you see Vermont up there but keep in 
mind that the state of Vermont has gone to the Republicans in every presidential election in 134 years except 
for Lyndon Johnson's earth slide in 1964 now the close office in Florida where the flamingo's often fly George 
Bush takes off as expected he gets Florida's 21 electoral votes at one time the caucus thought he could 
carry that state but it turns out not to be in Georgia Bush has cut through Dukakis his hopes like a jack knife 
through peaches Bush gets 12 electoral votes in Georgia on up the eastern seaboard in the Dominion state 
in Virginia where tobacco and Republicans generally do well Bush does well gets Virginia's 12 electoral 
votes in South Carolina the Palmetto State and the home of one of Bush's campaign managers eight 
electoral votes goes to George Bush as expected all of this was predicted well in advance but it shows you 
what's developing on the evening more about that later in New Hampshire which may have saved the Bush 
nomination in the primary and caucus season Bush expected to get the Granite States four electoral votes 
and he does in New Hampshire we don't have a decision yet in Vermont that we're prepared to talk about but 
as we said Vermont nearly always goes Republican needed to win 270 electoral college votes Bush already 
by our estimate has 78 Dukakis has none in the votes actually in and tabulated as you would expect at this 
early hour only about 1% of the precincts reporting the margins look something like this now those margins 
stayed that way it would be an absolute t total me mortal blowout for George Bush but they are expected to 
close down as the evening goes along looking very quickly now at some of the Senate races remember that 


as we started the evening there were 54 46 Democrats over the Republicans in the United States Senate 33 
big Senate seats up today and one of the questions we'll be looking at as the night goes along if George 
Bush wins by the margin expected does he have coattails is it possible 
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does he have coattails is it possible could he pull in a Republican Senate majority with him with that in mind 
let's take a look at how the Senate races are going in some of the states where we have the polls closing 
already well as it turns out in Virginia the Old Dominion State remember we just reported to you who wants to 
go our CBS News estimate was that Bush had carried Virginia but sharp Chuck Robb the former governor 
son-in-law of LBJ holds on this is actual pickup scene picks up a seat for the Democrats in Virginia member 
Paul Tribble the Republican decided he wouldn't and couldn't run against Rob Rob beats back the challenge 
of more each Dawkins a conservative black civil rights activist and Baptist minister so thick up for the 
Democrats in the Senate in Virginia in Vermont our CBS News estimate is when all the votes were counted 
there that representative Jim Jeffords a Republican will hold on there Republicans Senate seat in Vermont 
our estimate is that Jeffords will beat bill gray who has run a strong campaign but not strong enough now 
George Bush as we said out of the blocks about as fast as Flo Jo a great runner in the Olympics but as 
expected he carried Florida carried South Carolina he carried Georgia you saw those states so how could 
Dukakis possibly win well no one's saying Dukakis will win but this is what Mike Dukakis and his staff thinks 
they're trying to pull off the same sort of thing that harry truman did in 1948 and they have targeted an 18 
state strategy now these the 18 states who show you on our map here that Michael Dukakis figures he can 
get blown out by George Bush in the south in the Rocky Mountain States but that if he can win in these 18 
states he will have a chance now the only one of those states that has so far been in our CBS estimates 
called well as a matter of fact none of them we were going to say Vermont but we have not yet called 
Vermont as yet so Bruce Morton the 18 state strategy of Dukakis at least right now just past 7 o'clock in the 
East is still alive of the 18 what three would he consider most critical he'd consider all 18 most critical and 
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he'd consider all 18 most critical and he has nowhere to go if he starts to lose in those 18 states and the 
reason is you can see in the southern states you've just called what used to be the Democratic South what 
lately has been the Republican South George Bush just sweeping across so Ronald Reagan got 61% of the 
white southern vote against southerner Jimmy Carter in 1980 71% against Walter Mondale four years ago 
Bush is getting 66 percent of the white southern vote today against Michael Dukakis the last Democrat to 
carry the white South was Lyndon Johnson almost a quarter of a century ago and that's why Michael 
Dukakis needs all 18 of those non southern states Oh Bruce we have the polls close in Ohio in about 28 25 
minutes Ohio is on Michael Dukakis is 18 state strategy map so that will be what we can look forward to 
building the drama of the evening if Dukakis to have any chance he probably has to carry Ohio or upset in 
some big states such as Texas to offset it if he loses Ohio he's in trouble on the Republican side the Bush 
campaign will be looking at a foundation they've built over the last five presidential elections twenty-three 
states with 202 electoral votes this is what the Republicans like to call their lot we put a question mark after it 
the GOP has won five times in a row these states you only need 270 electoral votes to win there 202 in the 
states you see blocked in and white there don't forget that Bush is also expected to do this time around very 
well in the South so Bob Schieffer you covered the bush campaign for a low of those many months if they 
had to pick three states out of their 23 that they're most worried about what might they be oh | think the ones 
they might be most worried about it be Illinois and California but the bush strategy is very much to start about 
South Carolina and if you think you've heard this before you have because it's the strategy that Ronald 
Reagan used twice start about South Carolina hit across the South get down to about Arizona make a hard 
right up the Rockies and Bush people think that if they could sweep the south and take the Rockies then if 
they get Ohio and New Jersey 
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then if they get Ohio and New Jersey they have won the election so | suppose the states that they would be 
watching most closely tonight Ohio and New Jersey because if they get them | think they can win this 
election without California without Illinois thanks Bob Diane Sawyer has been analyzing the results of today's 
CBS News New York Times national poll these are questions that we asked of the voters as they left the 
polling places Diane what's the number one issue on the voters Minds today well I'll tell you Dan back by 
popular demand the number one hit on the voter hit parade is what it's been before the economy now 
sometimes that hit is a drumbeat for change but take a look at this year you'll see that in our 51% and we just 
lost part of our apparatus here | think we're still in business 51% of those citing the economy say the 
economy is getting better so you can take your clue from there now here's another footnote a kind of 
headline for you half again as many voters as I've ever told us this before said they went into that voting 
booth and voted because of the vice presidency it may be not enough to tip the election one way or the other 
but it's a clear indication that the new president better take heed whoever is that the vice-presidency is of 
more concern to voters this year than we've seen since our exit polling began dan thanks | am good to have 
you with us that Bradley has spent most of the day talking to voters not looking at polls that talking to actual 
voters Edie among other things what did you hear Dan a couple of things jumped out right away at me one is 
that | didn't find a lot of people who felt passionately about the man they cast their ballot for and this fell on 
both sides | didn't find enthusiastic Bush supporters or enthusiastic Dukakis supporters one man told me he 
voted for the lesser of two evils the other thing that became apparent very early this morning is that people 
were really concerned about the process a lot of people said they felt the campaign was too long it was too 
negative and not enough of the issues will cover thanks it and we'll be coming back to you very shortly right 
now Mike Wallace who's been keeping an eye on the the tone of the campaign and the 
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the tone of the campaign and the messages that campaign so far Mike it's been almost all negative why is 
that Dan you youngsters have been talking a lot about negative campaigning past couple of months but we 
oldsters know it's an old and hallowed American tradition 1884 Grover Cleveland his opponent James Blaine 
used to shout mama where's pas gone to the White House ha ha ha about Grover Cleveland's bastard son 
or Lyndon Johnson hey hey LBJ how many kids did you kill today now that is negative campaigning compare 
that with the namby-pamby hey Michael Dukakis you're an | word you're a card-carrying member of the 
ACLU fact of the matter is that negative campaigning used to work it still works and I'm afraid we're going to 
see more of it in elections to come down thanks Mike we're seeing it not only in the presidential election of 
this year but also in those Senate races in the gubernatorial races and in the races for the House of 
Representatives let me pause right now and say to you that our CBS News estimates are that George 
Bush's often is expected good early start in the south and along the eastern seaboard and in Kentucky and 
Indiana we've yet to see a major results from the Michael Dukakis 18 state strategy area the votes in and at 
this moment this is the board we're going to try to show you quite a bit up during the evening now we've 
edged up to 2 percent of the precincts in and reported votes actually counted Bush leading by the caucus to 
caucus by the margins that you see there also want to mentioned to you that any time there's a new result to 
be had a new result comes in or we have a new CBS News estimate will break in to whatever it is we're 
talking about and tell you about it we want to establish early on in the evening that that's going to be the tone 
the direction of our broadcast we want you to have accurate returns fast returns put forward to you in a clear 
concise way and if it takes breaking into a conversation along the way we'll do that now 12 governorships up 
nationwide today two races with poll closings at this hour New Hampshire and Vermont first in New 
Hampshire our CBS News estimate is that 
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Hampshire our CBS News estimate is that representative Judd Gregg the Republican and the son of a 
former governor has beaten lawyer Paul McCracken in the race for the governorship in New Hampshire now 
this is to take over the seat being vacated by John Sununu who hope it helps to be part of the bush cabinet 
in Vermont while we don't know yet whether George Bush as expected has carried Vermont in the Green 
Mountain State we our CBS News estimate is that when all the votes are in and finally counted governor 


Madeleine Kunin seeking her third term will have gotten it beating off State Representative Mike Bernhardt 
now Lesley Stahl will be keeping an eye throughout the evening on these important gubernatorial races and 
on the races for the House of Representatives all 435 seats up in the house tonight one question we 
examine is whether either candidate Dukakis or Bush has any coattails in these gubernatorial races anything 
we can tell them so far Leslie about that frankly no the two races that we have calls so far New Hampshire 
and Vermont were fully expected as you said Dan in New Hampshire a Republican has replaced the retiring 
Republican governor in Vermont the incumbent Democrat is one what's interesting in Vermont is that 
Madeleine Kunin has made history tonight she is the first woman ever in our country to have been re-elected 
as a governor to a third term so she makes history in Yankee Vermont what's also interesting in Vermont 
they may be making history in another way is that in their at-large congressional seat the social mayor of 
Burlington who is running as an independent is in a very tight race according to our exit poll actually slightly 
ahead of the Republican candidate Peter Smith the former lieutenant governor and the Democrat Peter ploy 
is way behind the socialist mayor of Burlington is slightly ahead as | said the last time a socialist was in 
Congress was in 1948 Vito Marcantonio so Vermont Yankee kind of ornery they could be making history it's 
too early to talk about coattails Dan and will also be looking to see what happens to governor's who raise 
taxes and Leslie let's note that Vermont is a state where 
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let's note that Vermont is a state where the polls have closed but our map while showing a lot of red for 
George Bush no blue yet for Michael Dukakis does show Vermont still white which means that while the polls 
have closed in Vermont we're not yet certain what the outcome is going to be there keep in mind that 
Vermont is one of the states in Dukakis 18 state strategy of seeding the south and the Rocky Mountain West 
to bush but beating him with Vermont in some of the big industrial states in the Upper Midwest and 
Washington Oregon and California some of that combination so while we're watching Vermont to see how it 
goes we're also getting ready to keep a close eye on Ohio where the polls will be closing in about 15 minutes 
in Ohio so that's the storyline and part of the drama building right now when we come back if we don't have 
any new results for you we'll be talking to Charles Kuralt so stay there with us [Music] at CBS News election 
headquarters in New York our CBS News estimates are that George Bush has already carried New 
Hampshire South Carolina Virginia Georgia Florida along with Indiana and Kentucky the polls have closed in 
Vermont we don't know the outcome there you know HL Mencken once said that a national campaign is 
better than the best circus ever heard of Bill Whitaker has been traveling with the Dukakis part of that circus 
for lo these many months and bill joins us now from Boston Bill what's the talk there at Dukakis headquarters 
they think they can carry Vermont it small state but an important state to them if they're gonna make that 18 
state strategy work well Dan right now the Dukakis campaign insists that's a big state strategy of winning a 
majority of the big States is still doable in fact they say they can still pull off an upset by losing some of the 
big states like Ohio Texas and New Jersey but they would have to make it up 
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Jersey but they would have to make it up in smaller states which right now don't look very good for them it's 
a very tight schedule and and to show how tight things are the caucus went live by satellites through the 
Midwest this evening urging voters in that crucial region to get out the vote one last time Dan bill they have to 
be worried about Ohio where the polls are about to close and the bush people been talking so confidently 
about Ohio well they are worried about Ohio but they're telling us that they're not they're saying that they can 
piece together enough states around Ohio that can make up the difference but as | said those states look 
even worse for them than Ohio so it seems like it's a very long shot long shot but they could offset Ohio with 
some place like Texas would keep posted as evening goes along thanks Bill Eric Ingeborg is in Houston after 
covering the last days of the equally at least equally wild and Willie Bush campaign Eric are they worried 
about any state Dan | would put the order of priorities on that as being Ohio which you just mentioned is 
being a state that if it went for Dukakis would really give them the shivers here in Houston Texas after that | 
think they're concerned about Michigan Bush was there on his last day of campaigning and then the third 
state that | think they'll be watching very closely tonight is the state of Colorado which is part of the bush 


base in the Rockies but it's the one shaky state in the bush base thanks Aaron Berger we'll be back to you a 
little later on well bill Plante is at the white house where Ronald Reagan is watching all returns bill what an 
incredible career Ronald Reagan has had from Warner Brothers in the MGM lion to the presidential seal this 
is part of his continuing last goodbye campaign very hard for George Bush which Eisenhower for example 
didn't do for Richard Nixon well that's right dan you talk about the grind of this campaign | don't think anybody 
had a better time in this campaign over the last two months than Ronald Reagan who campaigned 25,000 
miles in September and had a wonderful time doing it and why because he sees it as a referendum on his 
eight years and he also is looking at a place in history

president into office after him and he also is acutely aware they tell me to end that after he left the governor's

wanna show you very quickly if we can how the actual tabulated vote is coming along this is a board as | 
mentioned before we want to show you pretty often do the through the evening only a few of the precincts 
reporting 2% George Bush leading some 58 to 42 percent as the evening goes along of course these 
numbers will build our CBS News estimates run well ahead of this but we want to show you these actual 
votes counted partly as a way to remind you that if you're a registered voter you haven't voted please get out 
there and vote and come back and watch our coverage charge brought is with us now Charles you've been 
traveling those two-lane blacktop roads the back roads and drinking a lot of coffee around under a lot of 
water towers what are people talking about is this campaign might made much of a dent and folks talking 
there hasn't been much enthusiasm out there in the country | think but | was just thinking then tonight feels 
different to me the this after all is the great feast day of freedom and me Americans don't want to be left out 
of it somebody gave me a list of the places from which our own people are sending in returns to you these 
are polling places a car wash in Chicago a retirement home for nuns in Rockford Illinois Emma cribs feed 
storage to milk in Pennsylvania and Debbie's School of Dance and Lake Village Arkansas all those are 
voting places for this one day | voted myself this morning in a in a Sunday School room and a church in 
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Sunday School room and a church in Greenwich Village New York and found the room full of people long 
lines of people eager to vote so there is a sense of duty still in the country | guess even if there isn't a lot of 
enthusiasm charge will not voted this morning was at a schoolhouse here in New York City yeah there was a 
lot of enthusiasm and what struck me is how orderly people were several of the women who worked the 
polling place did a magnificent job of keeping everybody squared away now coming up at 7:30 p.m. in the 
east of the United States of America that would be just about seven or eight minutes from now Ohio North 
Carolina Alabama and West Virginia the states that are in white with the exception of Vermont way up there 
where the polls closed earlier we don't have a result in all of those states it'll be closing time for the polls and 
our picture of the election George Bush with 78 electoral votes by our estimates of the 270 needed once we 
get these states filled in that are in white there will begin to know a whole lot more of whether Michael 
Dukakis has any real chance so Dan Rather at CBS News election headquarters in New York we'll see you 
again shortly election night from CBS News headquarters in New York here again is Dan Rather welcome 
back headline at this hour more Southern Comfort for George Bush and he hits the 100 electoral college vote 
mark Dukakis yet to get on the boards as the polls close in Ohio considered a must-win State for Dukakis 
let's take a look our CBS News estimate as we came up to this hour was that George Bush had carried the 
states in red getting 78 of the 270 electoral colleges votes needed to win Vermont up there and white the 
polls had closed but we don't have enough information to say which way it's going to go to caucus yet on the 
board and all the other areas voting was still going on but at this hour eight more states had their polls closed 
| should say four more states four more states had the polls closed with 51 
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states had the polls closed with 51 electoral votes and our CBS News estimate is of these states Michael 
Dukakis wins zip none George Bush picks up two more and none of the states where the polls have just 
closed do we say our undecided now let's take go to the close-ups now North Carolina 13 electoral votes 
there in the Tar Heel State which can caucus at one time had some hope of winning but then pulled out of it 
and virtually gave it up no surprise here Bush gets North Carolina's 13 electoral college votes in Alabama 
right in the heart of Dixie State of surprises but no surprise here tonight nine electoral votes from cotton 
country again from Alabama go for George Bush but with 270 electoral college votes needed to win our CBS 
News estimate is that when all the votes are in and counted George Bush will have no fewer than 100 but 
you may note that the Ohio is not one of those places where we've yet said that we know which way the 
electoral college votes are going more about that in a moment the national vote in encounted still with just 
over now two percent of the precincts reporting and their small precincts at that Bush leading 58 to 42 
percent we expect somewhere between 95 and a hundred million votes to be cast the courts all over so you 
can see how early it is now Bruce George Bush's Southern Strategy clearly working no one surprised maybe 
a bit of a surprise that Michael Dukakis who said he thought he could carry Vermont is still in the hunt there 
may be a bit of a surprise that it's 7:30 and with the polls closed in Ohio that we haven't said we have enough 
information to know exactly which way Ohio's going that has to be good news for the Congress if | were a 
Dukakis staff person I'd be a you know cheering you on and not calling Ohio keep keep on not doing it there 
if there's anybody with a real reason to be happy about all this aside of course from mr. Bush looking at the 
South which looks like that Tom Clancy novel red storm rising it's Ronald Reagan this really is the Ronald 
Reagan Republican coalition holding firm again denied our exit polls 
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holding firm again denied our exit polls in the South show four instances vice president Gore's got the votes 
of eighty five percent of the people who approve of the job mr. Reagan is doing this president now beyou 
caucus got just about the same percentage to the votes of those people who disapprove but the point is this 
is Ronald Reagan South and two people out of three think he's doing a swell job as president so that is a 
probably enduring change that Ronald Reagan has lost in the in the structure you know I'm old enough to 
remember when when people said the solid south theme at Franklin Roosevelt's a democratic solid south 
that has changed George Bush is running just about as well this time as Ronald Reagan did all those years 
ago and the thing look forward to if George Bush runs as solidly in the Rocky Mountain West as he's 
expected to do and as he's running the South he's going to be very tough to beat indeed give us a good 
opportunity to say thanks Bruce that Bruce pointed out saying well if you were in the Dukakis camp you'd be 
cheering because we have not yet said which way Ohio is going to go a lot of pause and say anytime we're 
having a conversation around this table are talking about something else when a return comes in or when we 
feel confident of the CBS News estimate we will break in and tell you that's the spirit of our coverage tonight 
now we may not always be first we do so badly want to be accurate so honest big state like Ohio a very 
important state in a state where it's sometimes a little difficult to tell from exit poll information how the final 
counts going to go when we say to you we simply are not prepared to make a CBS News estimate that 
doesn't mean that we know which way it's going to go it means just what we say that we take another look 
maybe if several other looks at more of our returns from out there now 33 Senate races remember very 
important part of our story here tonight the Democrats started the day 54 to 46 over the Republicans in the 
Senate if George Bush if he were to win and win big his coattails were strong he possibly could bring the 
Republicans to control of the Senate as Ronald Reagan did in 1980 two states with Senate races have just 
had their polls closed and our CBS News estimate is that in Ohio when all the votes are in and counted and 
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all the votes are in and counted and this is a big win for the Democrats the veteran and considered by the 
Republicans vulnerable Democratic senator Howard Metzenbaum will have beaten off the challenge of 
Mayor George Voinovich voinovich one of the strongest Senate challenges fielded by the GOP he made an 


issue of veterans bombs liberalism but he didn't win it also in West Virginia and no surprise with this one 
Senator Robert Byrd who'll be retiring as the Senate majority leader up for reelection wins he's been in the 
Senate since 1958 this time he beats state senator J wolf our CBS News estimate is that bird wins in West 
Virginia so Bob Shapiro and important hold on for the Democrats in the Ohio Senate race there'll be no 
pickup for the Republicans there in a bitter bitter race that Ronald Reagan tried to turn around oh | think if the 
Republicans were going to take control of the Senate day and they had this start in Ohio you know Howard 
Metzenbaum is one of those Democrats it just irritates Republicans to death they've been trying to beat him 
for for 15 years out there something always happens and they don't at one point at this time some 
Republicans strategy group put out a memo saying suggesting that Metzenbaum have been a communist in 
his youth | was at a rally with George Bush when someone got up and referred to Howard Metzenbaum as a 
as a Pinkle almost comic but Metzenbaum somehow or the other is always turned this sort of thing to his 
advantage when they try to pin the liberal label on him he somehow pulls it off as he's the fighter for the little 
guy he's been very successful at it in the past and again and one of the strongest opponents he's had in his 
career he was able to do it again | don't think we're gonna see any George Bush cocktails out in Ohio 
another interesting race that raced down in Florida dan so far too close to call that's a Republican Connie 
Mack going against the Democrat a buddy McCain we did some exit polling on that and this is a blowout 
State for George Bush and yet we see that 20% of the people that's one voter in five that voted for George 
Bush voted for the Democratic a if there was any place in the United States where we would have a chance 
to see some 
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we would have a chance to see some George Bush coattails it should have been in Florida we did not see 
well we haven't seen them yet in Florida may yet see Mack pull that one out that race is really hot at the 
moment we'll be checking in on it a little while later right now joining us live from the United States Capitol is 
the Senate Republican leader Bob doe senator thank you for being with us this evening thank you and you 
have to be smiling about what you see thus far about George Bush running very strong in the southern 
states and reaching on up into the middle part of the eastern seaboard but the senator Lloyd Bentsen on 
Sunday said this year's heated campaign has an | quote here now so wounded both major party candidates 
that the ultimate winner will lack the serious mandate he needs unquote Lloyd Bentsen you agree well III 
think probably a mandate in the sense of an overwhelming victory popular vote he's probably correct but | 
can look back when Kennedy won by a whisker when Carter won by a whisker they both developed 
mandates | think there's a certain amount of work we have to do whether it's the deficit or whether it's health 
care it's already here and | think whether it's George Bush or Michael Dukakis they have to get it done 
regardless of who wins do you think that they can get through the next four years without a time series 
senator well l'm going to try to help George Bush do that I'm willing to help him try to sustain a veto of any 
tax increase he said that we'll have to wait and see we'll wait and see what happens when you see George 
Bush meeting with Lloyd Bentsen if they retain control of the Senate he'll be Senate Finance Committee 
Chairman and it could be a very interesting meeting | don't to put words in your mouth and visit and true by 
all means say so but | gather and then answer you think that he's probably going to have to have it well no | 
didn't say no | think we shouldn't change tax rates I've never ruled out every possible tax with us excise tax 
or user fee leave the rates alone for individuals and businesses we've already tampered with those enough 
the past a few years and they are we would like to reduce them further but | don't see any need for a tax 
increase if George Bush is flexible frees works we

the ablest person | assume that George Bush could have found others but Dan Quayle has done a good job 
he's going to be a good vice president would you expect mrs. dole to have a place in a bush cabinet if he's 
elected | don't know she hasn't expressed an interest in going back into the cabinet but | assume that she 
were asked she would certainly consider it very seriously and of course | would like to be the majority leader 
in the Senate so far there been no surprises the Ohio announcement was not a surprise we didn't think we 
could beat Metzenbaum this time we thought so early but more recently we've had to reassess that race 
senator Dole thank you very much for being with us senator Dole was talking about the Senate race in Ohio 
and our CBS News estimate is the Democrats hold onto that Senate seat with Metzenbaum winning however 
oh hi Oh in the presidential race right now we don't have it in either dukakis's column or in Bush's column 
and remember it's a big big State for Dukakis part of his 18 state strategy that he helps to offset pushes 
sweeps in the south and in the Rocky Mountain States we mentioned before that there are 12 governorships 
of today two races where governors as chairs were at stake have been called at this hour so let's take a look 
in North Carolina and the governor's race there our CBS News estimate is that when all the votes are in and 
have been tabulated governor Jim Martin attempting to become the first Republican governor in North 
Carolina history to win a in term as governor will have done so by beating lieutenant governor Bob Jordan

CBS News estimate is that businessman Gaston Caperton has beaten governor arch more highly popular 
another comeback story was more lost re-election in 1977 only to run and win again in 1985 but our estimate 
is that Caperton has beaten more the Republican in West Virginia speaking of Holden's Lesley Stahl a big 
one for the Republicans there in North Carolina and were you surprised by the outcome in West Virginia no | 
wasn't surprised by the outcome in West Virginia because they have a very weak economy they have been 
untouched by the Reagan Revolution but the big story really is the North Carolina race Republicans as Bruce 
said have been winning the presidency in the southern states for years but what they want to demonstrate is 
that they can win the down-ballot races as well and this is a case where they can demonstrate that not only 
can the Republicans be elected as governor but they can be re-elected as governor North Carolina does 
have a rebounding and healthy economy here's a case and with Jim Martin in North Carolina where 
someone actually overcame a very negative ad his opponent depicted him as a monkey in some of his ads 
and he overcame that Republicans winning the down ballot races will be one of the stories will be following 
tonight see if they can pick up some states in the South maybe George Bush will have coattails in the 
southern races dan but that's a big one for the Republicans winning a reelection in North Carolina Thank You 
Leslie recapping very quickly now we don't know about Ohio we don't know about West Virginia our CBS 
News estimate is that in the electoral college race that Bush has at least 100 of the 270 electoral college 
votes he needs as you can see Bush is beginning to paint the south red and has won the other states in red 
the states in white including Ohio and West Virginia and Vermont are states where the polls have closed 
where we do not yet have enough information to say which way it's going to go Dukakis has yet to get on the 
board with any of his state's colored blue the other states are where the polls are 
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other states are where the polls are still open the national vote in encounted books like this with three 
percent of the precincts reporting Bush continuing to lead the caucus of 58 to 42 percent now coming up at 8 
o'clock Eastern Time that would be at about 17 minutes from now some very big states at 16 states with 200 
and electoral votes plus will be coming in after the 8 o'clock mark here in the East a short time right now our 
focus is on Ohio and West Virginia in the presidential race when we come back we'll be talking to Ed Bradley 
so we hope you'll stay here with us [Music] back at CBS News election headquarters in New York this is 
where we stand Bush out to his expected early lead however remember we've shown you this before that 
dukakis's strategy is based on an 18 state strategy these are the states take a look at the map now seeding 
the south and the Rocky Mountain West the caucus could win if he gets every one of these states 18 states 
in that same sort of strategy Harry Truman used in 1948 now you may or may not think the caucus can do all 


that that's your strategy in those 18 states Bush countered with a 23 state strategy of his own which looks 
something like this Bush felt if he could roll through Dixie as it ended in the indication is he will do so and 
carry what he considered and the Republicans considered a possible lock on the western states you see out 
there that would give him such a base that if he picked up a few states as he's already done so for example 
in Kentucky and in Indiana on the in the East that he would beat Dukakis the storyline at this hour is if the 
caucus is to make his 18 state strategy of picking up the industrial states of the Northeast some in the 
Midwest and getting California and some of the states in the Far West work he nearly has to carry Ohio and 
West Virginia the 
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has to carry Ohio and West Virginia the polls have closed in those states but we do not yet know the results 
so that's where we are right now while we wait for some results to come in reminding you once again that we 
will by all means break in anytime we have a result to report to you Ed Bradley you've been talking to voters 
out there today were they passionate about their choice no then not only were they not passionate as we've 
pointed out at the outset there were a lot of people who in fact said they were unimpressed with the choice 
they had for president now we've got some numbers that have just come in from our New York Times CBS 
News exit poll that tend to back that up a nationwide fewer than half the voters about 47% said they strongly 
favored the man they voted for now that's a lot of course but it still leaves more than half who have said they 
have reservations about their choice or they in fact voted against the other man now that's exactly what we 
found outside of a polling place in Hackensack New Jersey earlier this morning this is neither candidate is 
really as with the people warrants my first thought was not to vote at all but | felt it was my duty to come on 
so | voted for a candidate the candidates you voted for did you vote for that candidate because you felt 
strongly about the candidate or you dislike the person he was running against | would like to ask you didn't 
feel passionate about the guy you voted for did you like Bush or dislike Dukakis | would have to say that | 
don't like | tried to like him but | don't I'm not wild about Dukakis but he pretty much represents the party so 
I've always voted against and today you voted against the candidate you voted for did 
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against the candidate you voted for did you feel strongly about him no lesser of two evils then the one place 
where that sentiment doesn't hold up the one place where that those numbers don't seem to hold up is in the 
south and there we're told that most people most often are voting for candidate in the south Dan because 
they feel strongly about that candidate thanks ed and noting that about 1/4 of all the electoral votes needed 
to win well out 1/4 of them are in the south and that no time in this century if the Democrats rested the White 
House away from the Republicans without a southerner on the ticket of course this time they have Lloyd 
Bentsen on the ticket | want to show you quickly where the votes in and counted are at this moment we have 
only a few of the precincts reporting nationwide but as the evening goes along this will become increasingly 
important so with more than 3% of the precincts now in Bush still leading to caucus about 58 to 42 percent 
remember the polls have closed but we do not yet know which way they're going to go in the very important 
States for Dukakis certainly of Ohio and West Virginia and then coming up in about 11 or 12 minutes the

caucus gets on the board by carrying Massachusetts and picks up his first 13 electoral votes in Delaware 
three electoral votes in the small state George Bush was widely expected to carry the state and he does so 
picking up three more District of Columbia who have been the biggest upset of the night if this didn't go 
Democratic DC is gone for the Democrats every year since they've had the boat and they do this time 
Dukakis gets his second set of electoral votes by picking up DC's three in Tennessee the Volunteer State a 
border state where the Democrats should have a fighting chance turns out they didn't have much of one 
Bush sweeps it gets Tennessee's 11 electoral votes Mississippi down along the Delta 7 electoral votes 
George Bush was widely expected to win it and picks up seven electoral votes in Mississippi moving to 
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electoral votes in Mississippi moving to Kansas it said that downtown Beirut might be more hospitable to 
Democrats than either Kansas or North Dakota we're going to North Dakota first and it turns out to be true

number one on the list of personal characteristics of the two candidates number one galvanizing people 
inside the voting booth with whether or not that candidate was a liberal or not but it kept two ways in fact it 
turns out that a lot of those people were voting that way because they like liberals and wanted to go on 
record saying so now you might think in this year when it really became the scarlet L that the ranks of liberals 
would be deserting not so take a look at the graph we showed you a minute before | want to explain it to you 
now the graph shows that 17% of the electorate calls itself liberal and 34% now calls itself conservative that's 
about the same for the Liberals as it's always been there they're a hearty breed those liberals die and Robert 
Frost once said that a liberal is a man too broad-minded to take his own side in the quarrel and he thought 
occurred to me during the campaign that that may be one reason that people had so much trouble with the 
word it's that and I think also Ronald Reagan's got to be given some credit here he on the other hand made 
conservatism fashionable in the last 10 years he's increased the ranks of conservatives by about 10% in fact 
| don't know if you saw what George McGovern wrote sort of mournfully a while back he says the problem is 
these days a lot of people think liberals are only worth admiring when they're dead thanks Diane michael 
dukakis hopes are not dead not yet but George Bush is past the 220 mark in the electoral college according 
to our CBS News estimate with 270 needed to win it becomes increasingly difficult to see but not impossible 
to see where Dukakis could start rallying but if what we've had is bush jumping off like a rabbit with a 
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bush jumping off like a rabbit with a real fast first start and it's going to be a rabbit and the tortoise kind of

Leader in Michigan senator Don regal who was a Republican congressman until he switched parties in 1973 
runs as a Democrat for the Senate for re-election and wins it he wins over

would be the Senate seat one of the Chuck long thanks Bob and the presidential race can Bush plant the 
flag in Illinois and Pennsylvania he has not not yet won by our estimate but Michael Dukakis is hearing the 
first faint whisper the ax if he doesn't get something started in Illinois and Pennsylvania it may be sayonara 
for him we'll be looking some of the governor's races and give you the latest on the presidential race in a few 
moments stay with us won't you [Music] which has key wins in Texas and New Jersey and in Michigan and in 
Ohio but he does not yet not yet have enough electoral votes to win by our estimate this is way our map 
shows it Bush in red Dukakis in blue to 27 of the 270 needed to win for Bush now very quickly have results in 
three governor's races where the polls closed at 8 o'clock let's look at them governor mike castle in delaware 
has won the governor's race in that state Castle Beach retired labor lawyer Jacob Cresto in Missouri 
Governor John asked off the Republican holds onto the seat for the GOP beating Betty Cooper Hearns and 
in North Dakota in the governor's race out there governor George Center the Democrat first term governor 
and wealthy sugar beet farmer we estimate will be returned to office having beaten Leon mahlberg when all 
the votes are in in County let's show you very quickly now where the race stands in terms of votes actually in 
and counted and as we show you that tabulation I'll say it's dan Rather CBS News election headquarters in 
New York you will see you again shortly as the presidential race hangs in the balance [Music] 
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this is CBS News continuing coverage of campaign 88 election night from CBS News headquarters in New 
York here again is Dan Rather welcome back again in time to lean back and say where are we here 
tantalizingly close for George Bush but he is not not yet there for Michael Dukakis it isn't over for him but he's 
backs to the wall his shirttails on fire and the bill collector is at the door something has to start breaking for 
him soon or it will be all over now the polls have just closed in one more state and in Arkansas as we came

look for a breakthrough in Pennsylvania Illinois somewhere this is the way the national boat looks remember 
we expect to about 95 or 100 million votes total to be cast so in the boats in encountered it's still very slow 
7% of the precincts now reporting and this is the way it looks now let me show you how close the presidential 
race is in some of the key states we said that it isn't over for Dukakis but he's got to start running somewhere 
let's look at Pennsylvania a state that nearly everybody in the Dukakis camp said was an absolute teetotal 
me mortal must win state for him 25 electoral votes at stake there with 2% of the precincts in and reporting 
this is nobody's estimate these are actual votes Dukakis in the slow early going leads Bush by 54 to 46 
percent in Pennsylvania in Illinois Land of Lincoln where Bush thought that Dukakis might be moving on him 
in recent days in Illinois we may not be able to get the graphic up there yet another very close race is 
indicated now here it is 24 electoral votes if you're saying yourself well where could the Duke breakthrough 
and possibly carry a Midwestern state and then turn west and do it well although it might be a place in 
Maryland this is the state that Dukakis thought he could win of close race shapes up there again these are 
votes actually in and counted 17% of the precincts and in Maryland and this is the way it looks that one could 
go into the wee hours of the morning before a final decision for Bruce Morton no good news for the caucus 
so far not really Massachusetts in the District of Columbia he didn't crack through in Ohio and Michigan what 
message are those voters centered well the message is that he's like a guy with a very small crowbar of 
prying at a very thick wall you know he gets a brick here and a brick there but basically the wall the Reagan 
Republican coalition is holding firm for George Bush if we take a look at our CBS news eggs that pull in Ohio 
for instance we can see some of the places where that's happening George 
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places where that's happening George Bush held on to 46% of the union members held on to 48 percent of 
the Catholics 49 percent of the blue-collar workers in fact a quarter of the people who voted for the Democrat 
Howard Metzenbaum for the Senate told our interviewers that they voted for George Bush for president one 
of the things we might do later on is take a look at how many states went the Democratic in the Senate and 
yet voted for George Bush for president in any case the the coalition is holding now in the land that it might 
have been Monday morning quarterbacking and all that people in Ohio also told our pollsters well if he John 
Glenn is his running mate it would have come out differently but you never know that you know you could 
play that game all night well you could and among the things we'll continue to look at is not only as George 
Bush gets very close not yet over the top to the point where he can claim an electoral college win if that turns 
out to be the case his Kenny pull in some senators with him so far the mood being reflected by the voters 
seems to be one of satisfaction keeping incumbents George Bush seen as the heir to Ronald Reagan he's 
carried that theme very well on the South so far for example but so far in for example in Ohio and in New 
Jersey while Bush won the state's the Senate seats were hung on to by Democrats as Bruce mentioned so 
we want to see as the emphasis begins to turn more to the West in particular to California with the biggest 
electoral vote prize of them all if if George Bush is to have a decisive win does he have any coattails how big 
a mandate does he get all of those things are still very much up for grabs Edie Bradley in your conversations 
with voters today keeping in mind that was your assignment to go out and talk to actual voters what was their 
reaction to the tone of the campaign do they agree with the press and a lot of the pundits that it was 
particularly nasty no question then as you know we've all talked to a number of people and a lot of people 
express the opinion though recently that this has been a very negative campaign and that was carried 
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negative campaign and that was carried out borne out by the numbers we're seeing from our exit poll survey 
most people thought that both of the candidates spent more time attacking the other man than they did 
explaining their own positions but they blame George Bush more for that negative tone in fact if we take a 
look at the numbers 56% of the voters we talked to said that Bush spent more time attacking while only 36% 
said that he spent most of his time explaining his positions 48 percent said that Michael Dukakis spent more 


time attacking mr. Bush while 41 percent said he spent more time explaining his position and that's just 
about what we found today in talking to voters at a polling place they thought that this was a campaign that 
was long in attacks and short on issues he spoke less about the real issues at hand | didn't think they 
touched on things that people really feel for it did you think that the campaign was too negative yes the 
issues that were addressed during the campaign were really peripheral a trivial issues as far as I'm 
concerned you didn't hear the kind of discussion of the issues you'd like to have discussion but it wasn't the 
kind of discussion that | it's a shame that they ripped each other apart of saying the positive things that 
they've done | think we missed most of the issues | think most both sides Republican and Democrat spent 
too much time worrying about personalities worrying about things that going on from certain milestones but 
you know Dan that camp that kind of campaign worked for George Bush and a lot of people will say it worked 
because Michael Dukakis did not effectively respond to these negative campaign ads one of the things that's 
most often referred to as the Willie Horton commercial and it's interesting looking back at that the first time 
that surfaced was after the California primary back in June that's the first time we heard of Willie Horton 
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the first time we heard of Willie Horton and it took Dukakis four months to mount what they thought was an 
effective can't reply to that and | don't think the way the numbers are showing that it worked for him - right 
and one is reminded of Will Rogers online that in this country we give our criminals not very much 
punishment but we often give them an awful lot of publicity when we come back we're going to be talking to 
Lloyd Bentsen the running mate of Michael Dukakis who urged him at one time earlier than Dukakis was 
willing to take the advice to punch back at George Bush so with George Bush not yet over the top Dukakis 
looking for a place to break through possibly Pennsylvania possibly Illinois we're going to pause for these 
messages and then interviewed Lloyd Bentsen and bring you up-to-date on our returns [Music] George Bush 
has carried Arkansas according to our CBS News estimate and that makes our Electoral College map look 
like this if we can get it up for you with 270 needed to win Bush has carried all the states by our estimate in 
red Dukakis has the ones in blue looked closely up in the Northeast Massachusetts in the District of 
Columbia only the states in white including Illinois Pennsylvania West Virginia are places where the polls 
have closed but we do not yet know what the outcome is in this state's colored brown their voting is still 
going on and we urge you to vote if you're registered and have not yet done so and the polls are still open in 
your state the national vote looks a bit like this with nine percent of the precincts reporting in these votes

Democrat Evan Bayh hammered the Republican for tax increases whereas over in North Dakota the 
Democratic governor watch my lips he promised not to raise taxes and then he did that he was reelected 
tonight to a second term what is happening it appears that Democrats are more likely to be forgiven by the 
voters when they raise taxes than 
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by the voters when they raise taxes than Republicans we've seen this before | wonder if George Bush's 
watching to recap so far tonight in the governor's races 12 races are up to so far turnovers from Republican 
to Democrat damn nice listen now if you're sitting here at home and saying well although George Bush hasn't

out that the agender gap is still alive in new jersey especially in that Senate race Bush got about half the

Quayle ticket is to be denied Michael Dukakis has to have something approaching a political miracle it's still 
out there for him mathematically whether you think it's a practical reality that Dukakis can come back and 
carry enough western states to win or not we leave to you well Bruce Morton one ray of hope for Michael 
Dukakis he wins New York now what was it that New York voters saw that so many of the others in the 
industrial north have not seen well New York was just a different kind of State for Michael Dukakis tan in the 
first place our old friend the gender gap which has been a kind of will-o'-the-wisp in this election now you see 
it now you don't came to life with a vengeance in New York a for Dukakis let's take a look at some numbers 
from our CBS News exit poll and we'll see for instance that to where Dukakis actually lost among men by 
three points he won a whopping 62 percent of the women he beat George Bush by 25 points with New York 
women under 45 always a strong age group for Ronald Reagan in many states a strong age group for 
George Bush in New York State very 
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for George Bush in New York State very strong at UC for Michael Dukakis and the Jewish vote which of 
course isn't numerically significant in very many states is in New York and despite all of the platter in the 
primary about Jesse Jackson and would Jews come to mistrust the Democratic ticket that didn't happen a 
solid 70 percent of the Jewish vote for Dukakis so he won in New York for some reasons that as we're 
seeing don't apply in a lot of other places | have no idea why the gender gap exists there and not in Ohio for 
instance and if if Governor Mario Cuomo decides to be a Democratic contender in 1992 he doesn't hurt him 
that he got out there and worked and carried the state from icon he was a good soldier and everybody knows 
that thanks Bruce Diane Sawyer they say they being press reporters pundits pollsters and some of the polls 
that elections are won or lost on how the economy is doing you know the old saying everybody vote errs both 
their pocketbooks was that the case this time around well we've been looking for interesting ways to 
distinguish Bush voters from Dukakis voters and we came up with one sort of psychological thread 
disposition how sunny is your disposition on the economy that tells you a lot about this let's take a look at the 
first graph here you can see that when we ask people if they're hopeful or concerned about the economy 
they said what about equal measures 48% of each but take a look what happens when you ask them who 
they voted for the people were who were hopeful voted for George Bush by 66 percent to 31 and take a look 
at who voted for Michael Dukakis you can see the reverse that people who were concerned voted for him 67 
to 29% so it looks as if when you take a look at these two voters you can line them up directly behind the half 
empty and the half full glass down and where voters expressing a lot of concern about the future of the 
economy saying well it's okay now but I'm really worried about what's ahead they clearly are expressing that 
but once again one of the lessons of this election and other elections is that people tend to vote the present 
tense not the subjunctive tense as a as old scarlett said they're worried about that tomorrow thanks Diane 
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that tomorrow thanks Diane well George Bush very close to having the 270 electoral college votes he 
needed to win but this has not been a Sphynx Tyson fight no early knockout it's past 9:00 o'clock in the 
Eastern time zone and there still are not quite enough electoral votes however Illinois our CBS News 
estimate is goes to Michael Dukakis 24 electoral votes and that'll bring cheers in the caucus camp they may

more Senate races have states where the polls have just closed and we have results in five of those our 
CBS News estimates are that in Arizona senator senator Dennis deacon saini a conservative Democrat 
who's done very well in staunchly Republican Arizona will hold on to his seat to the Democrats having 
beaten lawyer and businessman Keith degree no surprise here but Deacon Seanie will be returned to a 
democratic seat in the Senate in Minnesota one of the more closely watched races of the evening our CBS 
News estimate is that in Minnesota Senator Dave Durenberger the Republican first elected in 1970 to fill out 
the senior Hubert Humphreys unexpired term in the Senate when all is said and done we believe that Dern 
Berger will have beaten Attorney General Hubert skip Humphrey the third oldest son of the late Vice 
President so the Republicans hold on to their Senate seat in Minnesota in Nebraska former Governor Bob 
Kerry of yet Nam veteran who was awarded the Congressional Medal of Honor this nation's highest award 
for combat valor our estimate is that he will have unseated incumbent Republican Senator David Carnes in 
Nebraska remember Karns 
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David Carnes in Nebraska remember Karns was appointed to fill out the unexpired term of the late 
Democratic senator Evers immensely so the Democrats have a pickup in Nebraska in New Mexico Land of 
Enchantment certainly the Land of Enchantment for senator jeff Bingaman Bingaman our estimate he is 
when all is said and done we'll beat state senator bill Valentine now jeff Bingaman is seeking a second term 
we estimate he will get it that is a hold on for the Democrats as well Bob Schieffer the empire state of New 
York next to the Kennedy win in Massachusetts which long ago was we talked about this might be the least 
surprising return of the night Senator Daniel Patrick Moynihan seeking a third term has beaten back lawyer 
Robert Macmillan when we say beaten back knowing a lot of people thought that Dylan had about as much 
business in this races and loose in a phone booth but Monahan right from the start hopped all over him in our 
estimate is that it won't even be close and it's all over so Bob Schieffer of pattern develops here the 
incumbents are doing very well indeed these Senate races down as of the moment the Democrats will be 
increasing their majority by two in the Senate but we still have some very close races out any incumbent in 
trouble well the only incumbent Karns by the way is the first incumbent who's been defeated in a Senate race 
and he is kind of a special case because you'd only serve for a number of months since the death of mr. 
Zaretsky running against government the former governor Kerry who was a very very popular politician a 
popular Democrat and a Republican state a republican that incumbent that Republicans were worried about 
was during Berger he has pulled out a win over skip Humphrey the only incumbent what I'd call a real 
incumbent in any kind of trouble tonight is Lowell Weicker up in Connecticut that race is still too close to call 
the Attorney General up there Joe Lieberman is giving him quite a race down in Florida where we have that 


open seat still the hottest race of the night between Connie Mack the Republican and buddy McKay the 
Democrat we still can't discern any trend there damn very much the night of the incumbents in the Senate 
again what a wild and wacky race 
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Senate again what a wild and wacky race that thing in Connecticut has been George Bush won Connecticut 
weicker given he's a maverick but he's a Republican just having one Dickens of a time trying to beat off a 
Democratic challenge in well it is everything is upside down it's got an Alice in Wonderland thing where of 
you know you had the William F Buckley endorsing the Democrat who ran it Wiker from the right that doesn't 
happen very often to a Republican but it happened there in the Connecticut thanks Bob in the race for the 
presidency George Bush with we estimate 256 electoral votes in his pocket needs 15 to go over the top 
Pennsylvania the polls have closed big state that would certainly do it for him where does George Bush get 
the winning margin if indeed he does the caucus has had at least a many come back the last 15-20 minutes 
Dukakis winning New York and Illinois to go with Massachusetts and the District of Columbia our CBS News 
estimate is now in Louisiana a sportsman's paradise turns out to be something along those lines for George 
Bush lot of oil and gas trouble in Louisiana a lot of economic problems but they went big for Reagan and they 
go big for Bush Bush gets 10 of the 15 electoral college votes he needs ever closer now it's moved to the 
edge of your seat time if your support of the bush Quayle ticket and can you imagine what's going through 
the minds of George Bush and Dan Quayle at this hour oh so close oh so close but not yet there 270 needed 
to win can we put up that board again 270 needed to win George Bush has 266 Michael Dukakis getting New 
York in Illinois edges up to 76 so this could be the moment any moment now it's not yet there for George 
Bush but it's hanging oh so very close and we'll be talking about that during this next 45 minute period again 
yes it's possible for Michael Dukakis to win that he's got to start getting an awful lot of miracles going his way 
so Bush's carried Louisiana now remember that earlier on we talked about those 
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that earlier on we talked about those states Virginia being one of them which George Bush would carry and 
carry quite yet the states would elect a democratic United States Senator in Virginia we had a turnover the 
democratic senatorial nominee the former governor Charles Chuck Robb is with us now from Richmond 
Virginia newly elected senator Charles Chuck Rob if our CBS News estimate is correct congratulations so 
governor is Senator to be and you intend to run in 1992 for the presidency at this point I'm gonna postpone 
your magic moment for a few minutes to see if we can't give Mike Dukakis a little opportunity to round up the 
needed votes Governor Rob what happened in the South that you won your Senate race very handedly but 
Michael Dukakis on the Democrats have taken a fierce terrible beating all through the south well it was pretty 
much expected | think we figured out early on that it was going to be difficult simply because of the difficulty 
in relating to some of the core values and the basic appeal that has been so effective in the south I'm gonna 
ask somebody l'm getting a tremendous feedback in my mic that | can't hear I'm getting a rattle somebody 
turn off a switch someplace thank you government will try to do that assuring the kind of poise | know that 
you had as a company commander in in Vietnam and Bush wins our CBS News estimate is governor pardon 
me for just a moment | know you want to hear this stick with us if you will our CBS News estimate is that 
George Bush will be the next president of the United States and that Dan Quayle will be the next vice 
president of the United States given what we believed to be the fact that Missouri's 11 electoral votes in a 
particularly hard-fought and expensive contest that Bush will win it getting 11 electoral college votes so let's 
take a look at our map now it's over George 
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look at our map now it's over George Bush wins carries quail in with him and the next president of the United 
States will be George Bush and we said a moment ago how tense it must be in the bush and Quayle of 
headquarters and homes tonight because they were getting very close keep in mind how long George Bush 
has worked and dreamed about this moment here was a man raised as the son of a senator sitting around 


the dinner table at night thank you who well imagine what they must have thought he talked about when he 
talked about well George you know you've got an obligation to do public service and George Bush from the 
moment he began thinking about what he was going to do with his life thought about public service and 
public service at a higher level and almost all of his adult life has been aimed at the presidency of the United 
States he now by our CBS News estimate will achieve that goal George Bush will be the next president of 
the United States Bob Schieffer for Bush whom you covered all those months it must be a big personal 
triumph he's not a person given to a great outbursts of joy or sadness expect the executive exceptional 
moments but heavy stones this has got to be one of them well | would think and I think you know many 
people are saying this was a very unsatisfying presidential campaign that it never really addressed the 
issues and so on and and all of the above is probably true but I think you have to give George Bush credit for 
one thing you figured out how to win the election and if you're gonna be a good president the first thing you 
have to do is be President you have to win the election and he managed to do that | think George Bush the 
candidate who got hit and hit hard early on in this campaign up in the primaries he was knocked flat of his 
back in lowa he got up off the canvas had knocked down the guy that had knocked him down at one point in 
this election he was 17 points down in the polls he came back from that you have to say George Bush is the 
kind of man who can't get up after he's been knocked down and | think there are a lot worse things you can 
say about a man than that 
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can say about a man than that well said Bob you know those in the boxing game are always looking for what 
they call a get up fighter and you do have to give it a George Bush not only to get up once he got up several 
times you think about what must have been going through his head in the heart in lowa when he finished 
third we're not talking about second we talk about third and he had everything hanging in the balance there 
been any number of times in his career when it was all on the line and those who think he will be a good 
president today a lot of people who do not all of them Republicans say that one of his best attributes is that 
when he gets knocked down he not only gets up but he comes back fiercely and successfully let me pause 
and say that when we say we believe George Bush will be the next president of the United States please 
keep that in context that is our CBS News estimate our CBS News estimate is that when all is said and done 
there's no doubt in our mind that George Bush would have carried at least all of the states you see in red and 
have at least 277 electoral college votes 270 needed to win Missouri by our estimate was the one that put 
him over the top Michael Dukakis has 76 electoral votes having won Illinois New York Massachusetts in the 
District of Columbia so far but this is important and maybe this is live from the Washington DC quail 
headquarters happy celebration and why wouldn't it be long hard struggle let's pick up some of the sights 
and sounds as they celebrate bush and Quayle going over the top in at least the estimates as we remind 
those of you in states where the polls have not yet closed please do go out and vote if you haven't already 
done so [Music] [Applause] well as you can see their map is running quite a little ways behind ours but on the 
other hand they put their money into getting votes not in finding out how the votes had been had been cast 
Erik Ingeborg pretty quiet in Houston | guess heavy weights from the Bush campaign the Jim Baker's and 
other campaign 
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Jim Baker's and other campaign strategist purposely chose to stay away from this fall on the campaign 
leadership it doesn't want to come here until they can make a triumphal procession which of course is quite 
understandable and they are a little bit behind the CBS tabulations although they're all feeling pretty good | 
just talked to Senator John Power who is one of the bush advisers on defense and said what does it look to 
you what does it look like to you and he said it looks to me like a blowout so they're in a very confident mood 
but they are not going to come down and proclaim victory for quite some time dan you mentioned John tower 
he has aspirations to be Secretary of Defense in the bush cabinet doesn't you Eric well as you'd guess | 
asked him about that and he's he said it was too early to say he wasn't interested in it | got the distinct feeling 
that he's old but he'll give his phone lines open here but he didn't voice any you know feeling that he was 
going to get it but everybody knows it the senator tower would like very much to be the defense secretary 


someday there is going to be a lot of transition talk here over the next 24 to 48 hours vice president Bush 
does have a transition team working at filling in names on a big chart of the federal government but he has 
been very careful to keep a lid on that list we don't have a very clear idea about a cabinet for example 
although there has been widespread speculation in Washington as you know that Jim Baker will be the next 
Secretary of State Bush won't comment on that however | understand you so he may hold a news 
conference tomorrow we're told probably will now let me pause and say that our CBS News estimate is for 
those of you who may have just tuned in or those who may have gone away from the set for a few minutes is 
that George Bush will be the next president and Dan Quayle will be the next vice president of our headline of 
the moment is George Bush has been elected that is our CBS News estimate the national vote total of the 
votes in and counted if we can get it up for you will show it to you runs 
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it up for you will show it to you runs well behind of course what we know from our exit polling and other 
sources about how the election is going to turn out | know that many of you are still in states this is the vocht 
of these are the vote totals actually in counted 17% of the national precincts in Bush's margin over Dukakis 
running 56 to 44 percent it does make a difference for those of you who are in states where the polls have 
not yet closed for you to go out and vote and Bruce give us a couple of reasons why that's true one is it 
makes a difference whether the new president comes in having swept a lot of states or not so many it makes 
a difference not not just who controls the Senate we now know those Democrats are going to control the 
Senate but whether he can bring some senators in with him and then there are all those local and state races 
to be decided well you've got the Senate the house 12 states electing governor's any number of states with 
propositions about local taxes and local laws there are all kinds of reasons to go out and vote you know there 
are a lot of issues the issues in every state that are gonna get resolved state legislators are gonna get picked 
that has a big effect on how you live proof it's such a moment ago and the moment when Bush went over the 
top whether you like George Bush or don't like him whether you voted for him or not it's a catch in the throat 
story of aman who can dream wrench his eye on a star up there for a whole lifetime to finally achieve it that 
doesn't happen very often like how did George Bush do it particularly after he finished third man well | think 
first he came back very strong in New Hampshire that was tough personal retail campaigning of a kind he 
hadn't done very much in lowa once he was the nominee | think Bush's job was to retain the Reagan 
Republican coalition he campaigned on its slogans peace and prosperity for more years if you like the job 
mr. Reagan has done you like me he had the advantage | think of a relatively simple message because 
things were pretty good in the country he could put that on a bumper sticker or television ad the Democrat 
whoever he would have been | think always had a harder sale well things are okay now but 
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harder sale well things are okay now but aren't you worried about the future Michael Dukakis task was to find 
some way to get that message through to the electorate and he failed his other task was to find some way to 
respond to very effective very professional negative campaigning by the Republican caucus is soft on guns 
soft on crime and he failed to do that Bush ran on his message kept the Republican coalition together 
Dukakis had to crack that somehow and couldn't and in the process George Bush did a very difficult thing 
accomplished a very difficult goal which was to change his whole image of the public perception joining us 
now from Chicago is the Reverend Jesse Jackson Reverend Jackson thank you for being with us it looks like 
the Democratic ticket not only is going to lose two bush-quayle but it's gonna be absolutely swamped by the 
Republicans once again among southern whites why do you think that's happened and what if anything can 
the Democratic Party well I'm not sure yet first let me say that to the people in the west coast the polls are 
still open and they really must vote their vote does count if your projections hold up the must say Mike 
Dukakis has run it clean or Integris and gallant race and George Bush is to be congratulated and his basic 
projection of a kind and gentle nation must be a commitment that both Republicans and Democrats rather to 
because the campaign is about behind us now but the need for prenatal care the head start for they care for

the meaningful work and | plan to be involved right in the heart of it place your right here thank you very 
much George Bush wins according to our CBS News estimate dan Rather yes news election headquarters in 
New York delighted to be here congratulations on your big lunch when if ever is the Democratic Party going

be the new vice president at this hour the Democrats are fighting for their honor and a lot of other things in 
the western states and some of the Midwestern states where the polls are still open George Bush and Dan 
Quayle will be trying to pour it on because they want to win as many states as they can feeling that every 
state they get every state they put in the GOP win column gives them that much more ability to get through 


their agenda when they began putting together still some great races to watch great Senate races in Florida 
Wisconsin Connecticut and Mississippi we may have a decision in Mississippi to pass along to you very 
shortly right now Diane Sawyer the big story remains the George Bush wind and in this hour of triumph let's 
pause to ask who voted for him and why according to our exit polling Dan I'll tell you you're so right you have 
to remember on this estimated victory that it wasn't that long ago that George Bush was behind in every 
region he was behind with every major voting bloc and look how he has turned it around this is a man who 
woke up this morning with the Royal Flush basically he had all the voting groups that formed the bedrock of a 
national victory we'll run quickly through them for you he said he wanted a mainstream mandate he took the 
middle class you can see by 11 points he also got the baby boomers who comprised 38 percent of the 
electorate not only that he got the Catholics who used to be of course the mainstay of the Democratic Party 
and he got the independence as well by 10 points now Bruce alluded earlier to the fact that Ronald Reagan 
dreamed of this coalition there may be one small crack in that apparently the Reagan Democrats the 
Democrats who voted for Ronald Reagan did come home as Lloyd Bentsen urged them to do a bit Dukakis 
took the Reagan Democrats backed by five percentage points so they came home but homes not going to be 
the white house well Indiana in state after state where the Reagan years have been brutal economically one

the Democrat representative Wayne Doughty this was one of the really down and dirty tonk war kind of 
battles in this for a Senate seat John Stennis the veteran venerable and much justifiably honored senator 
from Mississippi retiring Trent Lott speaking of people above Schieffer who've worked a very long time and 
dreamed a long while Trent Lott is one of those and what a night it must be for him and also for the 
Republicans to pick up that seat yes this is the first one the first Democrat seat that's gone to a Republican 
the first turnover that's found the Republican way this was the classic Sun Belt button-down conservative 
Republican Trent Lott he's a very conservative Republican against the kind of whump ‘old Wayne Doughty a 
populist for Mississippi | suspected what we'll find and we haven't seen her exit poll yet what we'll find is that 
down he just didn't carry enough of the black vote and perhaps perhaps the black vote didn't get out in large 
numbers we're gonna go to watch tonight's Bob we're gonna go to Washington now and a smiling broadly 
ear to ear and why wouldn't he be a senator Alan Simpson of Wyoming Senate senator you'll be interested in 
this our CBS News estimate is that Lieberman wins in Connecticut unseating the veteran maverick 
Republican senator from that state senator Lowell Weicker if you can hold on with us we'll try to get the 
board up there it is senator you can see it in with us in Connecticut now attorney general joseph Lieberman 
this is maybe the most interesting Senate race of the night a liberal and I'm talking about a liberal with a 
capital L Democrat who emphasize conservative issues such as abortion and crime and because he did that 
Lieberman liberal that he is got support from Republicans such as William Buckley and going down 
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such as William Buckley and going down to defeat he's been close any number of times before Senator 
Lowell Weicker a liberal Republican who resists the party mold to say the least this was an exceedingly hard- 
fought race and our CBS News estimate is that Lieberman wins it and that'll be a pick for the Democrats in 
the Senate now thank you for being so patient with us senator I'm not smiling because of that | have a great 
regard and affection for Lowell Weicker | would hope that that seat is still within his reach he's a splendid 
man and l'm surprised at that very surprised | do want the record to show senator when | said you were 
smiling | thought you meant about | meant about the bush-quayle Lowell | am smiling about that yes now I've 
got that Senator among the advice that George Bush got and took doing this campaign was listen you've got 
to bash the media you've got to hit the press you've got to be meaner than Moondog spot with these guys 


are you gonna get beaten do you expect that he will continue that not only with the press but with his 
opponents as he did during the campaign when he moves to the presidency well | don't think it was quite that 
way | think that he really laid dukakis's record wide open and you had some very passionate things | heard 
some of what Ted was saying as | came in earlier you get those issues of gun control and capital punishment 
and those things in the mix and that distorts the things you talk about as to the media | think everybody 
deserves to do a little media bashing it's been a tedious process pull after poll all day long you have polls for 
breakfast polls for lunch just bizarre and then the questions that were asked at the national debates and | 
was there at all three of them questions like what did you do at your summer job in college which is a vital 
thing to find out from all people in America it just means nothing that people say what is this all about and 
and there's an irritation welling up because it has welled up for for a long time with us those of us who are in 
politics and | 
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those of us who are in politics and | Know you agree that in some ways in some ways the Democrats will just 
have to hang their heads in shame we don't know the answer to that and what is the one hundred and first 
Congress in the United States going to look like in our CBS News estimate is this is another headline of the 
hour that when all is said and done that the Democrats will probably have a 255 seats in the House of 
Representatives exactly what they had as this particular Congress went out there were two open Democratic 
seats but we think when all is said and done that the makeup of the House will be about as it was the when 
they counted now just before 10 o'clock this was the shape of the electoral college map 40 states plus the 
District of Columbia decided by our CBS News estimate Bush went over the top of what he needed to win 
with all those states in red this is a a major triumph by anybody's estimate for George Bush and Dan Quayle 
our estimate is that Bush already has having all the states in red 287 electoral votes with only 270 needed to 
win but very good night for Dukakis no Democrat in the 80s had come close to doing this well and there's still 
a lot of states with the polls still open all the states in brown have have the polls still open Dukakis is one 
Illinois in New York West Virginia and Massachusetts plus the District of Columbia and Rhode Island and has 
86 electoral votes the states in white on your map they're red per bush blue for Dukakis the ones in white or 
where the polls have closed but we do not yet have decisions all of those states including the big one of 
Pennsylvania don't forget California they're still voting out there so there's still a long way to go but this was 
the shape of things before 10 o'clock now at 10 o'clock five more states they'll color white now going out to 
the west had their polls closed 25 total electoral votes our CBS News estimate is Dukakis wins one of them 
that would be in lowa Bush wins another three and yes he's going to get that rocky mountain and desert 
state high one remains undecided that's Montana where it may get reduced to almost hand-to-hand combat 
before we know how the result of 
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combat before we know how the result of that one is going to go now for the close-ups in lowa the Hawkeye 
State where the caucus is expected to do well remember that he did not win in lowa during the caucuses out 
there he finished as a matter of fact third and felt lucky to do so but he carries lowa's eight electoral votes in 
this election in Utah five electoral votes out there George Bush was widely expected to win and he does so 
picks up another five electoral votes in Idaho one of the more Republican states in the West George Bush 
proves it again gets Idaho's four electoral votes from the land of the famous potatoes in Nevada dice desert 
and a bush win for electoral boats from Nevada for George Bush now in Montana we mentioned things are 
still very close with 270 electoral college votes needed to win our CBS News estimate is that George Bush is 
rolling he has 300 Michael Dukakis better than any Democratic presidential nominee in the 1980s already 
has 94 and still a long way to go now votes actually in and tabulated we have 30 percent of the precincts 
nationwide in remember the total vote does today may be 95 to 100 million votes Bush leading the caucus by 
a substantial some would say absolutely dominant 55 to 45 percent at this hour that could change we'll see 
that's one of the things we're looking at by how much does Bush win it is important for the long pull and for 
that matter the near pool it would make a difference as to how he gets his administration off what kind of start 
he makes does he have to appoint some Democrats to the cabinet all of those things may or may not be 


decided in how the West boats the West where Mike many of the polls are still open California Washington 
and Oregon for example now Bruce Morton why didn't Michael Dukakis is 18 state strategy of prevailed not 
only did not prevail - got blown apart pretty early well the 18 state strategy you know was never written in 
concrete that was 
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never written in concrete that was simply the last best hope of the Dukakis campaign as things went from 
bad to worse for them this has not been a happy fall for the campaign they took those 18 states we can see 
them here on the map and said well this is our best shot if everything goes well these will work it's no 
surprise to anybody that it didn't work you can see there the states George Bush won and maybe maybe 
there was no way for a Democrat to win them you see Ohio there on the map Republicans six out of eight 
times in recent presidential elections Michigan five out of the last eight presidential elections Connecticut five 
out of the last eight Maryland is really the only sort of surprise there with all the federal government workers 
that quite often is a democratic state it wasn't this time maybe because of that gun control issue that you 
mentioned but you know the 18 states was was a hope and the hopes get dashed this one hid but Bruce 
already by our estimate George Bush has 300 electoral college votes sewed up was still quite a few states 
that might break his way certainly anything over 300 is considered a large and substantial win well unless 
you're a Democrat | remember Minnesota Minnesota goes to the caucus or Tina Russo our CBS News 
estimate is that in the North Star state where the Republicans held on to a Senate seat earlier during birth 
beating young Humphrey our CBS News estimate is that when all the votes are in encountered in Minnesota 
that the 10 electoral college votes from that state will go to Michael Dukakis we think that the winning 
percentages will look something like this so again Michael Dukakis adds too little too late but it gets to be a 
matter of Honor for the Democrats it also gets to be a matter of considerable importance again talking about

| may yet win a Western State | did better than Jimmy Carter it's a blowout but we've been blown away worse 
than this you're coming back and down so long it looks like up to me as sort of the live well ed Bradley all 
elections are about change whether the public wants to change or not and if they do what kind of change 
you're out there talking to the voters and you spend a lot of time talking to a lot of people in a lot of different 
areas what did they tell you about the kind of change they wanted if anything you know a lot of people said 
this morning that they felt that their vote their decision in this like election turned on that question of change 
and for many it was a question of do you want to change the policies of President Reagan or do you want to 
continue those policies so we put that in our exit polling and if you take a look at some of the numbers from 
the exit polling we show today about a third of the voters wanted to continue the policies of President 
Reagan and about another third wanted to change those policies now that's 2/3 of the electorate and as far- 
fetched as it may seem George Bush was the candidate who appealed most to those two groups obviously 
he's the candidate who is going to continue President Reagan's policies but he also campaigned as a 
candidate who was going to change not much he would continue President Reagan's policies but he said he 
would stay the course but head towards a kind ler kinder more gentler America and he painted Dukakis as 
someone who represented not just changed but risky dramatic change | know you remember all of those the 
series of commercials that ended with the tagline for Dukakis America can't afford that risk so George Bush 
painted himself as 
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risk so George Bush painted himself as someone who would continue but who would represent change but 
safe change | remember something that someone told me about two months ago about this campaign and 
looking at the two candidates and they said that if you look at Dukakis and this was someone from 
Massachusetts he could be a great president or he could be a disaster George Bush will be neither so he 
told me I'm voting for George Bush Edie you have a justifiable reputation there being especially sensitive and 
good at reading people we all remember that tremendous interview did with Lena Horne for example 
personal opinion your guest does George Bush move to a more moderate Republican posture as president 
our Jersey stick to the Reagan pretty hard right well you see | don't think | don't think George Bush has ever 
really been part in his heart of the Reagan hard right | think he was a | thought he thought he was a loyal 
number two to President Reagan and now | think he'll chart his course towards the center will see our CBS 
News coverage of the bush Quayle victory continues in a moment [Music] back at our CBS news election 
headquarters in New York let's look them over here's the way the National vote stands at the moment in our 
CBS News estimate we'll show you that in a moment these are votes actually in int activating 34% of the 
precincts in now Bush still 54 to 46 percent over the caucus rolling along and unless something changes this 
is going to be an even greater outstanding triumph for George Bush then it now might appear but there's a 
long way to go remember that only 34 percent of the precincts are in and tabulated they're our CBS News 
estimate he is and has been for some while that George Bush has more than enough votes to ensure that he 
will be 
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enough votes to ensure that he will be the next president of the United States in the Utah Senate race no 
surprise here out in the Beehive state senator Orrin Hatch 54 year old Republican seeking a third term one of 
the most conservative members of Congress Reagan loyalists and vigorous champion of the new rights 
social agenda beats businessman Bryan Moss so that's a hold on for the Republicans in the Senate Bob 
Schieffer still sort of Florida's version of the iran-iraq war going on down there in that Senate race what's the 
latest well you know every every election night we have won Senate race that goes on and on and that that 
one tonight is Florida we might take just a look at the tabulated vote down there in Florida where buddy 
McKay the Democrat is beginning to show a little bit of daylight over the Republican Connie Mack but 
certainly this race is a long way from being where CBS can estimate who's going to win McKay is opening it 
up just a little bit this is one of the hardest and meanest races of all this is a race dan where buddy McKay 
once referred to Connie Mack by saying the closes this man has ever come to a brain storm is a light drizzle 
it's that kind of race and a very expensive one they'll together they'll soend what maybe twenty million dollars 
net | was guest and if McKay should eke out a victory here when you consider that George Bush just had a 
blowout down there that's a real very significant thing but a long way from being settled thanks Bob Mike 
Wallace it was said of George Bush for a very long time the rap on him was well he never has really won 
much of elective office the only one congressional race down there in Texas but when he wins his next one 
what a beauty he wins before this campaign Dan and you're right this is extraordinary because before this 
campaign he's won only one elective office and all of his career a House seat from Texas back in the 1960s 
take a look Benny gotten all his jobs by presidential appointment to the UN by Nixon his head of the 
Republican Party by Nixon as then voided China by Ford to the CIA by Ford and finally as vice president by 
Ronald Reagan through the years everyone said George was a nice guy everybody's number two or three 
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guy everybody's number two or three that's where a lot of the talk about George Bush the wimp came from 
besides he was clumsy sometimes he was silly when Bush announced that he would run for president his 
detractors his opponents didn't worry much they figured he was in deep doo-doo George will had even called 
him a lap dog he sat down with a candidate and said hey George we've got to get rid of this perception we 
sat down and talked among ourselves about the fact that leadership strength was one of the major things 
that we had to that we had to develop if you will as a matter of public perception are we looking at tape and | 


said you know this is not too good why don't you ease up why'd you do that why are you moving your arms 
around there things like that George Bush fighting the wimp factor said Newsweek problem for his handlers 
how to make the wimp into the winner overnight it seemed miraculously the candidate was tougher no longer 
the elitist from Yale but instead George Bush man of the people he drove a truck on forklift a snow plow an 
army jeep a bulldozer in a confrontation the bush gurus designed ahead of time he took on dan Rather on 
iran-contra now if you have a question why do you have one please | have one coached directed mold 
advice now his own man out from under Reagan shadow Bush began to erase the Dukakis 17-point lead 
suddenly in New Orleans they sounded virtually presidential and so | know that what it all comes down to this 
election is the man at the desk and who should sit at that desk my friends | am that man [Applause] his 
amply rewarded image makers of course give the credit to the candidate we didn't do a thing it Mike let me 
tell you when the time 
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it Mike let me tell you when the time came for him to be himself and do his own thing as leader he stepped 
up to the plate and hit the ball stepped up to the plate hit the ball and hit it right out of the park Mike you had 
Jim Baker a longtime friend of George Bush in that piece he's certainly one of the architects of this victory 
but Roger Ailes the media advisor who's taken a lot of shots he's dish out a lot of shots but he's taken a lot of 
shots and Lee ant water who's often described by me and by us as a negative campaign specialist they 
deserve a lot of credit for this George Bush gets far and away the most credit but you got to say these guys 
were very good at what they did you can disagree with the way they did it but they brought him home a 
winner we have a piece prepared for a little bit later on Roger Ailes the fella who put together a lot of that 
negative campaign advertising that | think that you will find very interesting and he has a clout to make 
similar to what Alan Simpson did about the media particularly about television well you can bet we'll be if not 
all ears a lot of years about that thanks Mike two key questions still they answer what is the size and scope 
of the bush-quayle win no doubt in our mind that they've won it but the polls are still open in very important 
voting going on out west and what will the new Congress look like we know the Democrats are going to 
control the Senate but by how much we know that the Democrats will also continue to control the house but 
will the Republicans be able to put together their version of the old Dixiecrat coalition those are questions still 
out there still very important questions to be answered joining us right now from Virginia Beach is the 
Reverend Pat Robertson Reverend Robertson good to see you again thanks Dan it's good to see you thank 
you for being with us big smile on your face like George Bush to be your kind of president absolutely | was 
just with him on the phone about 15 to 20 minutes ago to congratulate him he says well | think we might be a 
little mature he's very cautious and and he's a very self-effacing sort of individual but he's run a magnificent

going over anything beyond that Thurmond Robertson again thank you for being with us thank you then and 
with George Bush assured of at least 300 electoral votes 270 needed to win a lot of important voting still 
going out on the West will pause hold on just one moment before we pause in Maine our CBS News 
estimate is that George Bush when all is said and done will have added Maine's four electoral votes to his 
total you know Maine is one of those places where he has a home so now we can say with George Bush 
assured of at least 304 electoral votes will pause to these messages be right back we hope you'll stay here 
with us [Music] candidates to say that they had achieved some realignment what's going to happen and now 
because of this return in the house is that as you said Dan bush is going to have to contend with Jim right 


and who has his own agenda he'd like to be pushing the last time a president didn't carry his own party in 
was in 1960 with John Kennedy and a make up for that he had to bring Democrats into the cabinet and 
they're already saying George Bush may have to do the same the one incumbent we know who is lost 
tonight is in Georgia Pat swindle according to our estimate there he the 
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according to our estimate there he the in the Democrat Ben Jones has won let's take a look at Ben Jones 
this is the man who was the new congressman in the Georgia district north of Atlanta he is the actor who 
played cooter on the Dukes of Hazzard he admitted in this campaign that he has more skeletons in his closet 
than Smithsonian but the Republican he beated beeped Pat swindle was indicted in the middle of the 
campaign in a money laundering scheme so Dan Bush wins but the Democrats they're in control of the 
house with with a wide margin maybe 70 80 seats 79 80 seats and as things now stand they'll add to their 
margin in the Senate but respectfully maybe mild disagreement here it's going to be hard to take anything 
away from George Bush when he winds up with an electoral college win of at least 309 plus all those big 
states in the West where the polls are still open know we're coming up to the time at about 25 minutes we'll 
know something out there could make a difference but already we know this is an overwhelming victory for 
George Bush Bob Schieffer is still a whole lot of shakin goin on in those Senate races and especially out 
west and doc melter out in Montana the incumbent out there the only veterinarian in the Senate turns out he 
has a very tough race tonight with Conrad burns who has a radio announcer kind of the voice of Montana 
agriculture out there that race at this point we say is too close to call in nevada chick heck the incumbent 
republican they're facing a very tough fight and that was expected from the governor out there the 
Democratic governor Richard Bryan we don't know anything yet about the Senate race out of Washington we 
are still watching in Florida in Wisconsin where we have closed races we can take a look to sum up begin the 
remember we began the evening with the Democrats holding majority of four seats in the Senate and at this 
point they have a net gain of two seats well no Bobby were 
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gain of two seats well no Bobby were planning to go to that recap board there we just couldn't get it up in the 
time but and that gain for the Democrats of at least two seats as it now stands and remember they started 
the day as you said Bob with a 54 to 46 majority but a long way to go a lot of very tight Senate races still 
undecided in Florida Nevada Montana just to name a few Wisconsin our CBS News estimate is that in 
Wisconsin businessman Herbert Cole he's the Milwaukee Bucks professional basketball team owner we 
estimate that when all is said and done that Cole the Democrat will have held on to the Democratic Senate 
seat in Wisconsin by beating the effort of Susan Engle Leiter who was the state senator and was trying to 
take the seat for the Republicans we'll have more about that later on and be talking to Charlie Kuralt after 
these messages dan Rather in New York [Music] we'll be talking to Diane Sawyer and Charles Kuralt here 
very quickly reviewing for you that George Bush is winning and winning rather handily in every section of the 
country eise Midwest Rocky Mountain West don't even watch about the Far West as yet they're still voting in 
California Oregon Washington Alaska and Hawaii but we feel confident in saying that George Bush will have 
at least three hundred and nine electoral college votes with only 270 needed to win Diane Sawyer George 
Bush's victory has also brought with it something that we heard a lot about four years ago and we heard 
something about mid summer the so-called gender gap what happened to this well I'll tell you Dan in this 
trampoline of a campaign the women have to be the Olympic medal winners they have been up and down 
and up and down more than anybody else in this campaign at one point George Bush was losing among 
women by 20 percentage 
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was losing among women by 20 percentage points let's see how it ended up take a look at what happened in 
the end he managed to close it he lost among women by only one percentage point but you can see he was 
winning among men by 14 percentage points which of course points up the corollary problem the Democrats 


have namely they haven't won the white male vote in this country since 1964 nevertheless that gender gap is 
persistent for the Republicans the other way around and it's really ronald reagan's gender gap that george 
bush inherited and that's a good point diane so far George Bush has done much better with women than 
Ronald Reagan did well he it's been up and down and up and down it turns out that he is doing not as well as 
Ronald Reagan did in 84 but he's doing about the same as Ronald Reagan did in 1980 and we I'll tell you we 
looked through all the statistics to see why this was true and at first glance it's hard to find women cite the 
same issues as men middle-class values economy crime then will be a little closer we saw something else 
and remember we talked about that psychological sunny disposition factor take a look at men versus women 
on the economy you can see here that men are much more hopeful about the economy than women the 
proportions are exactly reversed so | guess we could debate all night why women are more pessimistic than 
men but we'll leave that to the living rooms at home to conclude thanks Dianne Josh brought legislate you 
back up here with us what was your sense when you talk to people float around took your time chatted with 
him well what they expect of George Bush as a president | think they don't expect a younger ideological 
Ronald Reagan | think they expect a pragmatic president in president-elect Bush and they're probably right 
he's gonna have to be pragmatic if he's going to deal with the problems that face this country in the next four 
years and and what looks down like a solidly Democratic Congress he can put this campaign behind him | 
think he can put that conservative Republican platform behind him the one thing he can't put behind him is 
his 
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thing he can't put behind him is his choice for vice president we have elected a vice president tonight after all 
as well as as well as the president we could talk about dad Quayle a little later interrupting but this is live 
from Boston michael dukakis smiling arriving outside his headquarters in Boston where he has promised to 
speak sometime over the next 15 to 17 minutes that at least is the last word we had there are a note there 
that those who thought Michael Dukakis might be gloomy were wrong because while he certainly didn't look 
to be celebrating no reason to that he was smiling and looking relaxed but you were making a point that 
while people expected George Bush to be moderate at least as a person in the presidency that they had 
some other points as you talked to them well | it's clear from everybody we talked to that that Dan Quayle 
comes into office with about as little public confidence as anybody we can think of it doesn't matter Ben 
Franklin said of our first vice president John Adams that that the title for him should be you're superfluous 
excellency most vice presidents have served and been forgotten by history and and really it doesn't matter 
unless something happens to George Bush and | | think that probably still on people's minds Dan Quayle has 
a lot of proving himself today but the expectations are low and that could work for him that while every poll 
indicates that the Quayle choice by Bush was not a particularly one that was approved every poll how 
although the boats show that it was that he's 41 years old got a lot of growth left in a lot of learning left in him 
and people I'm inclined to think will take a new look and say well he's the vice president let's see how he 
does Charles thanks for being with us we'll talk to you a little later on and when we come back we'll review 
for you how large is 
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back we'll review for you how large is large in this large George Bush Dan Quayle victory and bring you up to 
date on those red-hot Senate races [Music] among the responsibilities George Bush is about to inherit is the 
US economy and we want to do some talking about that after we take a look at our boards our CBS News 
estimates are that at this hour which is just before 11 o'clock Eastern Time in the United States that George 
Bush has on the order of three hundred and nine electoral college votes already are nailed down with only 
270 needed to win the map George Bush's states in red keep in mind he wins in every Geographic section of 
the country Dukakis estates in blue he has 115 electoral college votes his states so far in the Upper Midwest 
and in the Northeast including New York and Illinois states in white for places where the polls have closed 
will we do not yet have decisions places in Brown where the polls are still open but stick here with us 
because in about ten minutes we're going to begin to see some results from California Washington Oregon 
now the boat in encounted we're getting up to 45 percent of the precincts reporting these ballots have been 


counted this is nobody's estimate George Bush continuing to lead Dukakis by about 54 to 46 percent a very 
wide margin by anybody's estimate note that most of these precincts are the smaller ones because the total 
boat is still down reasonably low we still expect on the order of 95 96 million votes total to be a cast now 
having said that the economy has got to be number one on the agenda of the new bush-quayle 
administration by most accounts the economy is in pretty good shape right now inflation interest rates 
unemployment all relatively low but there are also some major nagging 
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there are also some major nagging problems CBS News business correspondent ray Brady has assembled 
a panel of experts he assures us that they are experts to look at the economic challenges facing the new 
president and how bush is likely to deal with them right that's right then we've still got big problems in the 
economy the trade deficit the budget deficit and of course the bailout of the SNL's and to talk about what the 
new man is going to face in its first days in office we've got three financial experts Peter Solomon financial 
analyst and vice-chairman shearson lehman hutton Barbra Alexander a consumer expert in a managing 
director of Salomon Brothers and David Jones a for RBG lanceton Peter Solomon what kind of economy is 
the new president going to face going to face a good one we're in the sixth to seventh year of an expansion 
employments continues to grow rather vigorously he's gonna face a good economy it's gonna continue right 
into 89 it looks like but it's been going on a long time David Jones what are you as an economist c-coming 
can the good times continue | agree with Peter the momentum is good but | think the new president is going 
to face some real difficulties as we move into next year first and most importantly foreign investors are 
getting tired of financing all those big budget deficits so I'm looking for a dollar crisis sometime in the first half 
of 1989 secondly I'm looking for higher interest rates and third I'm looking for a stock market that could be in 
trouble well that's a pretty gloomy assessment barber Alexander is it going to be that rough on the new man 
it sure is gloomy and | don't think it's going to be quite that negative at all certainly interest rates could edge 
up next year after all in the seventh year of an expansion it's not surprising that just demand alone would 
drive up interest rates but | certainly don't think you're gonna see a terrible stock market or that interest rates 
are going to zoom through the overhead as they have sometimes in the past but what about the problem of 
the deficit we keep hearing about all the problems that's going to cause should Americans be worried about 
that deficit well the deficit is certainly there and it's a concern on the other hand if the economy continues to 
grow and if spending remains under control and in a 
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spending remains under control and in a bush administration | would certainly expect it to remain under 
control | think we'll continue to bring the deficit down gradually and that on balance is a very good thing for 
the economy and for our trade balance abroad Peter Solomon are you that optimistic on the trade balance 
well I'm optimistic on working at it | think Alan Simpson earlier Wyoming said that he hoped early in the Bush 
administration the Congress and the president would get together and start attacking the deficit started 
attacking the trade deficit as well as the budget deficit what the markets need generally in the world of 
markets need is is a serious effort by the United States to look at these deaf it's the effort and the trend is 
more important than the absolute numbers okay what about that forgiving or that for that terrible word the T 
word taxes David the problem is the president ran in an election saying read my lips no new taxes and so | 
would say the first year taxes are out he's not going to be able to Welsh on that promise the second thing is 
and most importantly he's working with a Democratic Congress and it could be a bit hostile yes sir now Peter 
does he have to raise taxes probably not Clark | think you know enhance the revenues but he won't call it a 
tax increase that's it that's what the voters on the new man in the white house have to look forward to thank 
you Ray Peggy and panel a quick look at our boards now and keeping in mind that California Washington 
Oregon and Hawaii not to mention Alaska are still out we'll be taking a look at some returns from some of 
those states on the next hour mark with 270 needed to win we estimate Bush is over the top with at least 309 
this is the way the National both looks at this hour remember there's some very tight Senate races we'll be 
covering those and talking about the future of the Supreme Court coming up soon [Music] 
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
